Schools, 


There are four schools within the district - all denominational, 
three of which are more than 50 years old. The standards of these 
premises cannot be said to be equal to those of the present day. In one 
school the sanitary accommodation for the boys requires improving.

No. 4. Smoke Control Area came into operation on the lst 
December, 1965. Most of the conversions were carried out by that 
date, but the Council houses contract was a little behind hand 
in its completion date. 


No. 5 Area - Part of St. James' Ward, is being prepared for 
submission to the Ministry of Housing & Local Government. This 
area consists of 305 houses which were built 80 - 100 years ago.

During the summer months at certain times an offensive odour is 
emitted from a factory where the trade of fat melting is carried on. 


An expensive form of deodorising has been installed consisting of 
washing the offending gases with mains water to remove the soluble mal- 
odours, and chlorinating the remaining insoluble mal-odours, This 
usually absorbs the odours except for occasional breakdowns. However, 
during the particular process of filling the cookers offensive odours 
are liberated to the atmosphere causing complaint.

The management are investigating a newly designed plant which 
processes and cooks the fat quicker and without contact with the 
atmosphere and now propose to install this plant in 1966.

A complete weekly service providing 52 collections was attained for 
the fourth year in succession. However there is immense difficulty in 


retaining labour for this dirty, arduous work which has to be performed 
in all weathers, 


Provision of Dustbins, 


The maintenance of dustbins in this district is a Local Authority 
responsibility, and this factor will be exceedingly useful in the event 
of any change in the type of refuse receptacle, 


The Health Committee considered the different types of refuse 
receptacles and have decided to purchase high density polythene bins of 
weight 10 lbs. each, 


Refuse Disposal. 


Domestic refuse and certain other refuse is disposed of at the tip 
at Far Holmes in accordance with the best available method, This form of 
sanitary disposal of refuse is dependent upon a plentiful supply of 
suitable cover such as furnace ashes and dust, and unfortunately this 
material is becoming very difficult to obtain. 


The present land, which is used for tipping, previously belonged to 
Oswaldtwistle U.D.C. Their sewage beds are provided with ash, clay and 
soil which can be used for cover, but the maintenance of good roads in 
wet weather causes some difficulty. 


The stream, Tinker Brook, adjoins the tip and regular cleansing 
and dredging is necessary to confine the stream to its banks. 


Salvage. 


The separation of salvable material from household and factory 
refuse has continued throughout the year.

Unsatisfactory internal water supply. 


The major portion of houses in the district are supplied from the 
main by a in pipe, which generally feeds houses from two to even a dozen 
in number. The inconvenience to the occupiers can be well imagined when a 
burst has to be repaired or a tap washer renewed, as only one stop tap will 


be fitted for the group of houses, 


Another unfortunate feature is that the branch supply may have been 
intended for a tap over the slopstone and not for a water closet and 
bath upstairs. Modern living requires a greater supply of water for the 
electric washer, the gas geyser and of course to obtain the facilities 
provided by the "standard grant". 


The Housing Act, 1964, Section 96, recognises this deficiency and so 
provides that where more than one house is supplied by the same branch 
main the local authority may help financially the householders to install 
a separate supply. This Council have decided to contribute a sum of money 
not greater than fifteen pounds towards the cost of the expenses of The 
Calder Water Board providing a separate supply to an external stop tap, 
and including road reinstatement charges, 


During the period from lst April to 31st December no applications 
were received although a few householders were notified that the amount 
of water delivered was below the accepted standard,

c) A group of houses in Parsonage Street, in which 8 were back to back, was 
purchased for demolition after the tenants had been rehoused,

In Chapel Ward there are some 530 houses, Most of the houses have been 
built more than 90 years ago at a higher density rate, waste water closets 
abound as well as joint water supply pipes. In addition to numerous ones being 
found unfit for human habitation, the redevelopment is overshadowed by the 
widening and re-routing of the main road (A 679) and its junctions, Any 
decision of if, when and where this road will be redeveloped is that of 
some other authority than this local authority. 


Land for Rehousing. 


The Housing Committee have endeavoured to obtain the use of the whole 
of 12 acres of land, purchased by the Council in 1952, for allotments, 
without success. At present the Ministry agree to permit approximately 9 
acres to be used for housing purposes. 


Until a decision is reached building on a large scale cannot begin.
